BUGG, their Metcenary Agent, Printed- a Challenge upon the Quakers, bearing Datc, 
FE. the 3d of Auguft 1698, in which he ſays, © Friends, you cannot but remember your 
* Ancient Practice in going into the Churches, diſturbing the Fitabliſhed Miniſters, 
* your Challenging them into the Field, to Diſpute wich you : But behold! Here is a Change 
* with you. We may now Challenge you, and Charge you again and again ; Fearfulneſs doth 
< Surprize you, that you dare not appear; but remember it is a ſign you cannot defend your 
© Errors, and that your Innocency 1s not Triumphant, as G. Whitehead boaſts: Let this Charge 
«* and Challenge thercfore be a Touch-Stone to try your Sincerity, and let it be a Ponunient 
« of pour Cowardiſe and Jnſinceritp for ever. 
Now, whether the Three Perſons above named, who did ſo publickly Eſpouſe F. B's Charge 


| and Challenge be not Included in the We Expreſs'd in the above Recited Challenge: Let their 


following Actions demonſtrate. 

For upon the 28th Day of the Month called Auguſt laſt, Z. Park wrote a Letter to S. Carer, 
a Miniſter among the Quakers, with the faid Printed Challenge incloſed ; acquainting him, the 
ſaid S, Cater, © That he, the ſaid L. Park, and F. Bugg, and Four more (Six in all) would make 
* good the Charge, therein contained, and that they had agreed upon Time and Place, viz. 
* The Third of Ofober next (fays he) if you will meet us with the ſame Number, at Ten of 
© the Clock in the Forenoon, of thar Day, in Dereham Church; or if that place Offend you, ar 
* any other Place within the faid Pariſh of We-Derebam; and you are delired to reſolve us in 
* 14 Days time, that we may rehe upon it. 

And further, ro ſhew the Induſtry and Officiouſneſs of the Three Prieſts hefore named, to 
Puſh on the ſaid Challenge, and ro Urge our Acceptance thereof, and to come forth on the This 
of Ofober next after : The following Certificates may fully Evince. 


This is to Certifie, That on or about the 28th Day of the Month called Auguſt, 1698. Fohn 
Meriton and Lau. Park came, with F. Bugg, accompanied with ſeveral of the Inhabitants of //- 
Dereham, to the Houſe of William Phillips ( Tho. Becke:'s Wife being there) and did leave 3 
Printed Charge and Challenge ( with F. Bugg's Name thereto) againſt the People called Quakers ; 
and ſoon after, upon the fame day, Samue! Chicko, one of the Inhabirants of Weſ-Dereham aforc- 
faid, brought a Paper in Writing to the ſaid Tho. Becker's Wife, wherein was Propoſed a Meet- 
ing to be upon the Third of Oftober next following, in :/t-Dereham Church, and that they would 
be Six of them, and would allow us the like Number, to Debate the Matters contained in the 
ſaid Printed Challenge. Witneſs our Hands, William Phillips, Mary Becker. 


This is to Certifie, That upon or about the zoth Day of the Month called Auguſt, 16998. 
Hen. Meriton and fobn Meriton Came, with F. Bugg, to the Houſe of Fobn Hubbard, in Stoak, 
and there did urge again the faid Matter, of a Publick Meeting, in the Preſence of, Fobn Hub- 
bard, Daniel Phillips, Edward Plumftid. 


And the ſame day, the aforeſaid Prieſts, with F. Bugg, went to the Crown-Imn, in the ſaid 
Town of Stoak; and one or more of them, would have had the I keeper Poſt up the ſaid 
Charge and Challenge, which the {aid Imm-keeper refuſed ro do: This he affirmed in our Preſence, 
Fohn Gurney, Foſeph Hadduk, Gilbert Lowe. 


By all which it manifeſtly appears. that the ſaid Prieſts, with F. Bugg, were the Aepreſſcrs, and 
Challengers, and not the Quakers. 

Wherefore let all Sober and Moderate Perſons Judge, whether we could do any leſs, than 
Appear and Defend Our Selves, againſt their falſe Charge ; conſidering how they Þared us to 
Come forth and Charged us wich{Fearfulneſs and Surprize, if we did not; ard 1aid, Let 
it be 8 Ponument of pour Cowardiſe and Jnſincerity for ever,
